WARSHIP IN ACTION. 


WORK THAT COMES AFTER THE FIRST 


SIGNAL IS GIVEN. 


A I'ont For Every Mao anil Many Neces- 


sary ThlDCK to Be Done llefore the Biff 
Ouus Can Belch Forth Their Mighty 
MUsllos of Death nnd Destruction.

know just how n war vehKol goes into a 
fiuht. 
To put n battleship In thorough 


midiness for action ordinarily requires 
about, two hours, though, of course, it can 
bo do no In much less tiuio in case of 
urgency. 


If u ship engages an enemy unexpected- 


ly, HO Mint there la not tho usual time for 
procuration, tho cull to quarters is sound- 
ed inmiedlntulyantl the men tako their 
places In dlvHIonH. In this ease each di- 
vision attends to a part of the work of 
clearing the ship, but ordinarily the flrst 
signal Is, "Clear for action." At the 
'boatswain's whistle and tho verbal com- 
mand tho men move to their positions, 
those, whose places are on deck forming in 
squads under tho direction of the differ- 
ent officers. 
Tho captain takes his place 


on tho bridge.' Later, when the battle be- 
gins, lie will go into the protected conning 
tower, through the narrow slit of which 
In- can watch everything that takes place 
on dock and tho movement of the enemy 
us well. 


Near tho captain stand tbo navigator, 


who will hnvo charge of tho handling of 
the ship during the engagement, the sig- 
nal olllcer and the various aids. First of 
all tho decks and working spaces are clear- 
ed. Tho spars, rigging and boats aro se- 
cured. Everything movublo thut will not 
b<> needed during the engagement is llrmly 
liishud into place, where it will not inter- 
fere with tho work. The topmen, who are 
in charge of the little platform high up on 
the mainmast, haul up arms and ammu- 
nition and luuke everything ready in thuir 
lolty quarters, even to lining the flre 
buckets with which to put out a blazo 
s.hould one be started up aloft. 
Tho car- 


penter, under the direction of tho naviga- 
tor, hccs to tho removal of awning stanch- 
«')H8, hatch rails and every light object 
that, is not Chsonthil to the management of 
tho hhip. Tho chronometers and other. 
clelicnto instruments aro carefully gatbe.re.il 
Tip and laid away below to save them 
from destruction by concussion. Tho tor- 
pedo division gets out its apparatus foe 
sending torpedoes and spreads tho inter- 
cepting nuts over tho ship's sldc-F, where 
they emi bu quickly lowered if need bo. 


"When tho ship is cleared, tho call to 


quarters Is given and tho me.ii take their 
places In dlviblons. Tho gun squads stand 
to thUr guns and make thorn ready for 
iihu. The hatches, except those thnfc will 
be used, arc covered with gratings and tar- 
j/aulii;s, thu ciirpontor collects his men and 
with tho armorer htutids ready to repair 
any duiimgu that may bo done by the ene- 
my's llro or tho recoil of tho ship's oau- 
iion. A man with a lead line is placed at 
the. well and during tho fight will make 
frequent soundings to dibcover if the ves- 
sel is injured below tho water lino. The 
lioso hquiid in placed in chargo of tho fire 
apparatus, reiuly for instant sorvico. 


l)own in tli« sick bay tho head surgeon, 


or "bull doctor," has been directing tho 
laying out of cots, instruments and band- 
ages Olio hatchway as near amidships as 
pohslblc if- always left open for tho passing 
down of wounded men. 


When OVIT> thing is ready, tho officers 


move to theii' stations. II tho ship is a 
monitor tho bnttln hatches arc cloned, and 
tho inun at ilost hour tho fluul command 
fur whii h they biuo been impatiently 
waiting—"Action!" 


At that command tho door,s of the mafc 


HzincH oro ojwncd and tho iiion who form 
tho different, chains of ficuttle.s bogin to 
pass thu nirtrldgo cases up to t/l.'o dock. 
Tho delivery of ammunition is In charge 
of tho gunner. In modern naval outlHs 
the gunnor is not, as ninny landluhljnrt. 
Mippohc, tins man who lires tho eannor.. 
Ho in a warrant officer, nnd his position it> 
a moht ronponslble ono in thno of action, 
for bo muht sco to thu prompt and steady 
dolhcry of cartridges, shells and projec- 
tiles to all tho guns. Thu chief gunner 
takes bin position on tlio berth, whe.ro ho 
cam notolhu progress of tho work. Ills 
chief iifsistnnti is below in the main maga- 
zine, superintending tho handing out of 
powder, and u quarter gunner is in churgo 
of each of tlio other maga/iiies and of tho 
delivery on dock. 


Tho charges nro passed up from tho 


magazines in wooden cauos, which arc 
painted black, with tho size of caliber and 
charge painted in largo white letters on 
the hido. Thoy aro pas-sed out «f tho inng- 
a/iiiu to a man who Minds them up to tho 
lower dock. Then they arc passed through 
n t.lit in the inagn/.ino screen—a hoavy 
cativns curtain which is intended to pro- 
vent tho possibility of sparks reaching to 
tho powder Btoros. From this screen car- 
riers take tho boxes to the nearest powder 
M'uttle, whero they aro passed up to tho 
gun duck and tbcnco to tho cannon them- 
selves. 


A crew of 10 mon is required -to mm: 


each of tho big guns, such as tho 12 inch 
and l!i inch '.xmnoii of tho Iowa and In- 
diana. 
Thoy nro divided into loaders, 


t>pongcrs, shell men, handspike men, sido 
tackle, men, in tackle men and port tackle 
men nnd arts under the direction of a first 
and second gun cnptnln. Them arc also a 
powder mnvn who delivers tho charge to 
tho gun, nfreman and a wreck clearer. 


In firing at a thlp tho target is always 


tho water lino. Though tho computing 
instruments now used aro of great \ulue, 
thu only way to got tho exact range now, 
«s formerly, is to see whether tho llrst 
shot falls short or over nnd to move hor up 
n natch or let bur down, as tho caso may 
require. 


Tho firing of this flrst shot releases the 


pent up tension of tho preparations, which 
is succoedoJ by a fever ot work.—Ex- 
change.

TYPICAC EGYPTIAN VILLAGE. 


Hate ot ant Prl«d Mod, Without Ventila- 


tion and Vail of Vermin. 


B. Talbot Kelly, tbo English artist, has 


written for Tho Century an article enti- 
tled "An Artist Among tho Fellaheen." 
Mr. Kelly says of a typical Egyptian vil- 
lage: 


Builfc entirely ol sun dried niud, the 


gninll, low huts, from considerations of 
economy and spaoo, join one another 
whenever possible. Narrow and tortuous 
lanes, loft at haphazard, form tbo only 
thoroughfares, in which at flrst appears to 
be a hugo mound of mud, surmounted by 
heaps of cotton and durra stalks, which 
serve the dual purpose of thatch and fuel. 
Many of these lanes aro more ouls-de-sao, 
ending abruptly in a neighbor's courtyard 
and forcing ono to retrace his steps and, 
try again. Experience has taught me that 
it Is never wise to assume that the streets 
load in tho direction at first suggested. It 
is often safor to start the other way and 
trust to the winding of the path to bring 
ono out somewhere near the desired spot. 


As a rule, the villages have the appear- 


ance of fortifications, the outside walls be- 
ing frequently without doors or windows, 
and the lanes ol the village terminating 
In massive wooden doors,, which are usu- 
ally closed at nightfall and guarded on the 
inside by the village guff rah, or night 
watchmen. 


liach "bouse" has usually one door, 


opening into the lane, email and low, aud 
tho few windows, if provided at all, arc 
merely slits in the mud wall, innocent of 
glass or shutter, but ornamented with a 
lattice of split bum boo, placed crosswise 
during building. Ventilation there is 
virtually nono, the smoke, of tho fire of 
dung or corncobs finding its egress by tbo 
door and well nigh choking: tho Inhabit- 
ants, which Include not only the family, 
but-chickens, turkeys, pigeons, goats and 
whatever live stock tbo inhabitants pos- 
sess. 


Every effort to exclude air seems to be 


made, tho houses being too low to feel tho 
breezes, and tho streets too narrow to al- 
low of any air circulation. Tho roofs, cov- 
ered with plica of rubbish for fuel, afford 
accommodation for u sooum! installment of 
goats, pigeons, cats, and especially dogs. 
Ono wonders how life can bo supported in 
such conditions, yet tho people aro well 
conditioned and healthy, living their lives 
in tho fields und returning to their houses 
only to cut and sleep. Insect 'Jfo naturally 
abounds tho Kgyptian HLJ particularly 
being a prodigy of manly vigor and activ- 
ity, but the fellah has a, hido liko u gumoos 
(tho Egyptian buffalo), and oven travelers 
liko myself eventually become impervious 
to its onslaught.

The New England woman was up with 


the sun and directed her "help" and 
shared with them the work. Her house 
was as; spick and spun as a new pin, and 
she always had time for .1 "tea drinking" 
with her women friends in the afternoon. 
She made the "seed cakes," herself—there 
were no convenient bakeries to supply 
her with a "ready mnde" cake. No one 
considered it remarkable, either, that she 
was clever enough to make her own 
cakes. Sometimes a neighbor who thought 
them paiticitluily good would beg tbe 
recipe, and this was compliment enough. 


And the woman of the south in the six- 


ties—has it c\er been 30111- good fortune 
to see a little notebook, or "daybook" as 
they were called, kept by your grand- 
mother or your mother when mistress of 
a plantation? 
If you have, then you 


know something ot what busy days wom- 
en used to know in the long ago. as well 
as they know them now, and I do not be- 
lieve there was much speculation then 
about the "dangers of overwork." Cer- 
tain it is that our grandmothers lived to 
a good old age and were very charming, 
gentlewomen, which latter proves that 
they took time to look at the social side 
of affairs and cultivate the art of grace- 
ful manners. 


The southern woman of the sixties nev- 


er neglected or ignored her responsibili- 
ties in the matter of ber dependents. She 
made a daily round of the little cabins 
dotted hcie and there about the "big 
house," took medicine to the ailing and 
in a soft and gentle voice read tho Bible 
to the dying. Her little white lingers 
were marked with red rings that tho 
heavy shears had made when she cut out 
dozens of garments to clothe the old and 
the young of the care fice people who 
sang and toilnd in tbe cotton and tobacco 
fields. There was her own little brood of 
children, too, to keep a watchful cje 
over. She planned all their pretty little 
frocks and put in many of tho stitches 
herself, for "fine needlework" was the 
pride of the woman of the sixties. Aud 
though bhc may have douo so, it isn't on 
record that she ever dropped any of thesae 
tasks and rushed away to some far place 
for the "rest cine." 


And have you any relics of the time 


that tbe men in gray marched away? I 
mean relics that arc handiwork of the 
women of the sixties? Perhaps you have 
a little old hat that is made out of pal- 
metto braid or a bonnet made from the 
fiber of a gourd or slippers made from 
the cloth of a coat that was left by tin- 
men folk when they put on their soldier 
uniforms. And, maybe, up in jour attic, 
thrust away with the trash, there is a 


_ little pair of gloves knitted from 
the 


thread raveled from a pair of silk stock- 
ings, or a hat trimmed with flowers 
made from dyed feathers. 
If you have 


any such relics, of course they are good 
fur nothing except to tell the busy wo- 
men of the present day how the women 
of tho sixties faced a trying time with 
pluck and energy. 


No, the busy and bright and capable 


woman is by no means a new institu- 
tion. I have only turned back the pages 
of the record, of her affairs because it 
is all the more to her honor and glory 
that she has always had a place in the 
civilized world, just as she no doubt will 
always have. 
We all rather like an in- 


stitution with a history. True, .the, busy 
woman of 'the present has her"energies 
and abilities directed in different chan- 
nels from those known to the women of 
the sixties, but this is not because she 
has changed. 
Her surroundings have 


changed, and the capable woman always 
rises to the occasion. 


A very clever and interesting woman 


the other day read a paper before a lot 
of other clever and interesting women, 
aud she told o£ a busy woman's busy 
day. 
She noted the number of club meet- 


ings she might possibly attend, the lunch- 
eons and dinners and teas, but never a 
word said she about how busy she might 
be at home. Of course she may have 
thought the home subject too prpsaic and 
uninteresting and unimportant to men- 
tion. 
This 
bright 
reader cautioned 


ngainst the danger of "overworking," 
paying tribute to the saving grace that 
came as the only real rest in the week 
when the busy woman went to church on 
Sundays. 


It seems to me that tbe affairs of the 


busy woman at home should not be too 
prosaic or unimportant to take cogni- 
zance of. If she is a true hearted wo- 
man, 
she will never neglect her home 


duties, though she be adopted into a 
dozen clubs with as many letters stand- 
ing for their titles.—Margaret Hohnis in 
St. Louis Republic.

writes that lie once went to Fuchau, a 
town near the east coast, which is ap- 
proachcd by way of the river Myn, one 
of the most picturesque waterways In 
the whole of the Celestial empire. 


Ships have to anchor at the customs 


pugoda, from which persons are convoyed 
to Fuchau by sampau .or steam launch, 
the distance being about ten miles. 


Flic-ban is considered one of tho most 


filthy and overcrowded towns- iu China, 
and a person lauding there cannot fail to 
notice the fact immediately ho sets foot 
on shore. Everywhere there are teeming 
masses of dirty, raggod and half starved 
looking CeleMials. 
The stioets (alley- 


ways would be a better term) are only 
about eight feet wide, and all metaled or 
paved with irregular lumps of stone and 
rock. 
On each side there- are stagnant 


guttcrways, which emit most noxious 
perfumes, causing one to hold a handker- 
chief to his nostrils the whole time he has 
to traverse the roads. 


In the terribly hot weather tho China- 


man places a plank of wood from his 
doorway on to the- street, across the gut- 
ter, and takes his night's sleep, perhaps 
without a covering, perhaps in tho clothes 
he has not had off for weeks. 


Nearly every building is a shop, and 


outside every three or four aie placed 
buckets of garbage—in some places holes 
full of it—which add to the sickening 
stench of the gutteis. 
Every now and 


agiiiu one hoars loud shouting in front of 
or behind him, which is an indication that 
all ou foot must clear tbe way for some 
chair carriers, who aie carrying upon 
their shoulders some important person- 
age.

goods of every dosciiption—dirty looking.

Oreat disorder prevailed, the aisles' were 
jammed with a shifting, noisy crowd of 
subordinate officials and intruders, and 
it took some time to secure quiet.

Audience niHOs For Prayer. 


Chairman Hones now announced the 


prayer by Kev. S. \V. Noel. When the 
prayer was offered, the convention and 
spectators rose at the request of Chair- 
man Jones. 


"Gentlemen will please be in order,*' 


said Chairman Jones as the human bus- 
tie ngtiin broke louse aflcv the prayer. 
"We must have quiet on the door. Urn- 
tlerneu of the convention. I have the 
honor to present to yon the Democratic 
mayor of Kansas City, James A. Uecd." 


A shout of applause went tip as the 


slender form of Mr. Iteed came to the 
front of the platform. lie spoke 'deliber- 
ately and with a clear, resonant voice, 
that easily penetrated to every corner of 
the hall 


The first burst of applause that greeted 


the mayor's speech of welcome came 
when he spoke of the universality of 
Democratic doctrine, which had pene- 
trated, he said, wherever liberty was 
known and loved. 
He dwelt at some 


length on the progress of the principles 
of the Democratic party, which originat- 
ed, he said, with the liberty loving peo- 
ple of France and England and came 
to this continent for its larger growth 
and its 'development.

"Now, my friend Hill," said he, and 


that was as far as be irot for several min- 
utes. The name of Hill again started the 
uproar that had marked the Iirst session 
of the convention. 


From all sides of the hall and particu- 


larly from the southern delegates came 
loud cries of "Hill! Hill!" Mingled with 
the calls for the New Yorker came hisses 
in plenty, and all semblance of order was 
lost, and nothing could be heard save the 
calls of "Hill!" and the disapproving 
hisses. The band struck up a lively air, 
hut as soon as it subsided tile uproar was 
as great as ever, the California delega- 
tion being prominent in calling for Hill.
